SPAIN WILL 


ASK PEACE 


Decisive Battle At Santiago Will 


End the Conflict 


DONS WILL THEN ACCEPT THE 


BEST TERMS THEY CAN GET 


London, June 6—Special—With news of the fall of San- 


tiago and the capture or dertruction of Cervera's fleet, now 
daily expected, Spain will doubtless sue for peace. This 
much is intimated in dispatches from Madrid. 
For several 


weeks the cause of Spain has been admittedly hopeless. The 
superiority of the American naval .and military force is ac- 
knowledged in official circles, and Spain's only hope1 from the 
first has been in European intervention. 
This hope has now 


been abandoned, and the government is almost ready for 
surrender. An American victory at Santiago will settle the 
matter, and Spain will accept the best terms she can get. 
She hopes to retain dominion over Cuba and Porto Rico by 
granting those islands a government such as the British co- 
ionial possessions enjoy. 
It is believed here that the United 


States will reject such a proposition so far as Cuba is con- 
cerned and insist upon entire independence for the island, 
bnt will consent to autonomy in Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, retaining only a naval coaling station in each group 
It is common talk here that the Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria will undertake the office of mediator on behalf of 
Spain, and make the best terms he can for that country. 
It 


is admitted generally throughout Europe, however, that the 
United States^is in a position to dictate eer own terms, and 
that Spain must accept them or-face the alternative of prac- 
tical elimination from among the great powers of Europe. 


Torpedo Destroyer Destroyed.

sinking of the Spanish torpedo boat destroyer Terror or 
Furor by the battleship Oregon.

gon sighted her. 
One of the Oregon's shots sent her to the 


bottom, carrying all hands with her.

She brought news that five thousand troops were 


successfully landed near Santiago Saturday.

The govern- 
ment does not propose to permit British territory to be used 
as a base of information1 of a |contraband nature. 
Polo, the 


late Spanish ambassador to Washington, was expelled for a 
less offense than Carranxa's, and he as well as others like 
him will be invited to make themselves scarce in Her Maj- 
esty's dominions.

Tloa* Record*. 


Washington, June 6. — The manufac- 


tnrerers of the United States are mak- 
ing In the fiscal year which closes with 
this month their greatest record In 
competing for the markets of the world. 
Not only will the exports of manufac- 
tured articles for the fiscal year ex- 
ceed those of any previous year, but 
for the first time In the history of the 
country they will exceed the Imports 
ot manufactures. 


In tho ten months of the fiscal year 


whose detailed record the bureau of 
statistics has completed tho exports of 
manufactures exceeds by over $40,000,-

ported and it Is probable that for the

"Washington, Juno G.—The war rev- 


enue mcomiro was passed by the senate 
Saturday evening. A score or more of 
attempts wero made to amend it. but 
In only three or four instances wero tlio 
attempts successful.

ed was that offered by Mr. Tlllman of 
South Carolina, placing a duty of 10 
cents a pound on all tea Imported Into 
the United States. The amendment 
treated no debate, and was adopted by 
a vote of 38 to 32. It IB estimated by tho 
senate experts that the duty, if it be 
finally enacted, will rntso nt least ?10,- 
000,000 a your, and probably more. 


Through an amendmont offered by 


Mr. Lindsay (dem., Ky.) the senate de- 
cided not to place a stnmp tax upon 
bundles of newspapers, wholly or part- 
lr printed, which wcl^h less than 100 
pounds. 


A tax of 4 cents a barrel was placed j 


on adulterated Hour and a stamp tux o£| 
1 cent on every ticket entitling the ' 
holder to n Beat In a palace or parlor 
car or berth In a sleeping cor, the 
company soiling tho seat or berth be- 
ing rcqulrcil to affix the stamp. 


By parties the vote in favor of tho 


measure was as follows: Hcpubllcana, 
89; democrats, 7; populist, 1; silver re- 
publican, 1; total, 48. Again/it the bill 
tho vote was: 
Dflinocrato, 20; popu- 


lists, 7; silver republican, 1; total, 28.

Jean Rabel Is an insignificant sea- 


port and there Is no telegraphic sta- 
tion there. It Is thought possible that 
the Spanish ships encountered were tha 
Tanguard of the Cadiz fleet. 


The names of the American ships are 


not ascertained, but It IB believed here 
that they were probably scouts. 


The steamer St. Simon, which ar- 


rived here Sunday from Havre, reports 
that one Spanish cruiser and two or 
three Spanish torpedo boats wore at 
San Juan de Porto Rico Friday at noon. 
She saw no warships elsewhere.

It now needs -but 200 men to 
bring the volunteer army up to Its au- 
thorized numerical strength. 


The delay In tho equipment of troops 


la largely due, say tho army 'quarter- 
masters, to the fact that not more than 
*) per cent of the volunteer force came 
from the mllltla. The Washington au- 
thorities were led to believe, from re- 
ports received from state officials, that 
fully 90 per cent of the 
volunteers 


would be militiamen, who would come 
Into the general service equipped and 
clothed. The work of providing for 
60 per cent of the volunteer force has 
entailed great labor upon the quarter- 
masters, who have been further hamp- 
ered In their work by tho difficulty In 
securing some of the material and by 
the delays In production and delivery 
on the part of contractors. 


Warning from a RoMlan Paper. 


St. Petersburg, June 6.—The Novostl, 


commenting on the supposed Intention 
of the Spanish government to appeal 
lo the powers to Intervene, says: "It 
Is full time to end a BMiselcsg and crim- 
inal war. Spain's appeal Is a sort of 
capitulation, but on the other hand 
America must voluntarily submit her 
pretensions to n tribunal of the pow- 
ers. America cannot avoid doing this, 
as her position, with two long and ex- 
posed coast lines, Is not such as could 
withstand tho combined fleeto of two 
or three European powers. Let Europe 
raise her mighty voice and restore that 
peace to which mankind looks for the 
only peaceful expansion and for the 
triumph of civilization."
